He found that 
it would be im possible to accomplish 
this on account of the extent of the 
latter’s connections. He then turned 
his attention to getting control of the 
Western Union by buying stock when it 
was low, and finding it a paying invest- 
ment he had been constantly increasing 
his interest. His object in securing 
coutrol of the Western Union was to 
make his friend Gen'l Eckert, as he had 
great confidence in his business abilities. 
The railroad facilities which were now 
acquired by the Western Union were in- 
valuable and it is impossible to estimate 
their value. 
_ Question—Can you give us your opin- 
ion as to the practicability of a Govern- 
ment Postal Telegraph which wouid 
take the place of the present system? 
Mr. Gould y think the institutions 
of this cauntry are opposed to any such 
Telegraph businss, more 
than any other, requires to be managed 
by experts, and the dividends of the 
Western Union are obtained because it 
does the business well. Under a Gov- 
ernihent system the whole management 
of these great interests would be subject 


to change and the particular political 


party in power. 
Mr. Gould also thought that the mail 
service would be better accomplished by 


private enterprise than by the Govern- 


ment. He would not object to the Gov- 
ment taking hold of the telegraph sys- 
tem of the Western Union if it would pay 
for it what it was worth, on fair ap- 
praisement, but in his opinion it would 
not be a success. Uniform tariff could 
be secured under a private euterprise as 
well as under a Government supervis- 
ion, and the Western Union's policy 
tended to accomplish this. In New 
York State there is a uniform system of 
rates. There could be no lasting com- 
petition against the Western Union, on 
account of its great facilities. When 
there were powerful rivals the rates were 
not reduced, because the competitor was 
obliged to charge the same rates as the 
Western Union in order to live. 

Mr. Gould said that this had been his 
experience, and if any one thought he 
conld do better than himself he was cer- 
tainly at liberty to try. The value of 
stock in corporation depended upon its 
earning power. There might be water 
in the Western lines, but the same could 
be said of all kinds of property which had 
increased in value. He thought that 
Government had a right to fix a limit 
beyond which the profits of the company 
could not go, so long as the rates were 
not unreasonable, but it had no right 
under republican institutions to take 
away private property from its citizens 
without just compensation, 

Senator Blair inquired whether he 
could give an approximate value of the 
Western Union Co. Gould replied that 
this would be impossible, as he was not 
in a position to give such an estimate. 
He did not trouble himself with details, 


but judged of the value of property on a 


broader basis, that being its earning 
power. The value of the franchises pur- 
chased by the Company at present 
could not be estimated by any known 
means. Contracts with railroads had to 


be made under varying circumstances. 


The growth of the telegraph 
system represented the growth of 
the country, it was progressing 


more rapidly than most people imag- 


ined. He thought seven per cent. was 
a fair estimate of the earning power ot 
the Western Unions If the people

One Dr. Chalfant, a convict, walked 
out of the penitentiary at San Quen- 
tin the other day. He was tired and 
disgusted and concluded that he 

wouldn't stay any longer. So he stood 
not on the order of his going, but 
skipped out. Dr. Chalfant is the man 
who, in 1879, killed the agent of a 
Massachusetts rubber firm, whom he 
found too importunate in demanding 
royaity on mouth-plates. He was 
convicted, and sentenced to ten years’ 
imprisonment for the murder. 
had for a long time been enjoying ex- 
ceptional privileges at the hands of 
the prison officials, being allowed by 
Warden Ames to occupy a dental of- 
fice outside the walls,where he operated 
with buzz-saw and gouge on thedecayed 
grinders of other prisoners. It ap- 
pears that he had learned that Gov. 
Stoneman had denied the petition of 
the medical convicts’ friends to pardon 
him, and he in ahigh state of indig- 
nation proceeded to quit the service 
of the State without due preliminary 
He had latterly been allowed 
many visitors, among whom was a 
female person, who is supposed to 
have smuggled into his nominal pris- 
on the disguise in which Chalfant es- 
caped. 

The easy escape of this favored con- 
vict raises the question, Is San Quen- 
tin a prison in which convicts are con- 
fined against their will, or 1s it merely 
a State boarding-house, to be left at 
plezsure whenever the hash don’t suit 
the pampered palates of the prisoners, 


or pardons are not served as often as 


—Later intelligence reports the cap- 
ture of Chalfant while on an east- 
bound train of the Central Pacific in 
Nevada. He has been remanded to 
prison at Sah Quentin. Whether he 

will beset up in business again as a 
dentist outside the prison walls will 
appear hereafter..

The woman referred to, 
who took Chalfant’s washing to him, 
denies that she assisted him to escape. 
When the detective approached Chal- 
fant to arrest him, the latter drew on 
him, but ineffectually.. This action

Santa BARBARA, Monday, Sept. 8. 
—I left Los Angeles on the 25th ult. 
With a harsh shriek and roar, the 
iron horse rushed along the track, 
after the busy tide of humanity 
had flooded the train, and we were 
soon speeding our way 
BETWEEN . WIDE GREEN VINEYARDS 
and extended orange groves, while 
afar off, over the widening plains, 
wrapped in the soft morning haze, 
rose the hills, looking dim and shad- 
owy like those which we see in 
our dreams. Behind us was the 
grand wall of mountains, the 
majestic parapets on which 
the cloudless sky seemed to lean. 
Nearer were fields of corn with tas- 
seled banners, and pale-hued olive 
groves, whose foilage the sun kissed 
into a shimmer of silver. There was 
also the warm, rich emerald of alfalfa 
fields, suggestive of cows chewing 
their cuds, standing with dreamy, half- 
closed eyes. Pleasant homes were seen 
among the trees; a line of railway; 
stretched out to the new city of Will- 
more, just struggling into birth, and 
another we passed deflecting else- 
where—to Anaheim and the little 
towns along its way. 

Farther on the breath of thesea met 


us with its salty coolness, while we 


were carried in and out among the 
isle-like points which are scattered. in 
the waters of the harbor.
